1727,  &  Sff^'Sn1™ 
having  perused  as  well  the  Draught  of  a  Deed  prepared  by  the  Peti-  Ante,  p.  233, 
tiouers  to  be  signed  by  the  Indians  (with  the  Savings  &  Reservations  chap!  3!' P'2"' 
therein  contained,)  as  also  the  Draughts  of  two  several  Bonds  or  Obli- 
gations to  be  signed  by  each  Purchaser  (with  good  &  sufficient  Sureties,) 
viz,  one  to  oblige  each  Purchaser  to  settle  his  Lot,  bear  &  pay  his  Part 
towards  the  Settlement  &  Support  of  the  Minister  &  School  master  &c, 
and  the  other  for  Payment  of  the  Principal  sum  of  the  Purchase  Con- 
sideration with  the  Interest  at  the  Expiration  of  one  year ;  The  said 
Instruments  comprehending  (in  our  humble  Opinion)  the  Mind  of  the 
Honble  Court,  being  duly  executed  ;  And  the  English  Purchasers  hav- 
ing proceeded  to  lay  out  Lands  there  for  a  first  Division ;  viz,  Eighty 
Acres  of  Upland  &  eight  Acres  of  Meadow  to  each  English  &  Indian 
Proprietor.  We  have  taken  a  diligent  View  &  Observation  of  the  sev- 
eral Divisions  of  Lands  &  Meadows  (as  shewn  by  the  Purchasers)  & 
are  of  Opinion  that  the  Indians  Dividends  are  (Agreable  to  the  Direc- 
tions of  the  Honble  Court)  equal  with  those  of  the  English ;  Which  we 
hope  will  more  fully  appear  when  the  Plans  thereof  are  perfected.  We 
further  represent  to  this  Honble  Court,  That  soon  after  the  Signing  of 
the  Deed  Moses  Printer  (one  of  the  Indian  Proprietors)  died,  &  like- 
wise his  Squaw,  leaving  four  small  Children,  And  upon  inquiring  into 
the  Circumstances  of  that  Family,  We  find  that,  besides  a  Gun  &  some 
small  things,  there  is  an  Obligation  of  £120  Conditioned  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  £60  to  the  said  Moses  his  Heirs  &c,  on  Septemr  29th  next ;

ministers,  they  are  not  exempted  from  Paying  to  the  Support  of 
the  Minister  of  the  place  where  they  Dwell,  Yet  they  fall  within 
the  reason  thereof  &  therefore  ought  to  have  the  same  Releif.1

God  in  any  of  the  Protestant  reforemed  Churches,  but  solemnly  &  ex- 
pressly Declare  against  maintaining  any  Gospel  Ministry  or  Preacher 
whatsoever,  whereas  the  Members  of  the  Church  of  England  agreable 
to  their  own  principle  avowedly  declare  it  their  indispensable  Duty  to 
have  &  maintain  a  Gospel  Ministry  &  those  of  that  persuasion  inhab- 
iting this  Province  that  live  remote  from  an  Episcopal  Church  usually 
Attend  on  the  Ministry  of  the  Churches  of  New  England,  nor  do  any
